A  new  and  comprehensive 
day  care  training  program 
for  community  women  who 
will  be  caring  for  children  in 
their  homes  has  recently 
been  inaugurated  at  Pilgrim 
Community  Church,  400 
Randolph  St. 

Sponsored  by  Community 
Children’s  Theatre,  Inc.,  the 
14-week  project  began  April 
1  and  will  continue  through 
June  30.  Trainees  attend 
three-hour  sessions  every 
weekday  from  9  a.m.  to  1 
p.m.  They  must  like  chil¬ 
dren  and  enjoy  being  with 
them  for  long  periods  of 
time,  must  be  in  good 
physical  and  mental  condi¬ 
tion,  must  have  a  house, 
apartment  or  flat  which  is 
safe  and  free  from  fire 
hazard,  with  enough  space 
for  play  and  nap  time,  and 
they  must  be  willing  to 
attend  training  sessions 
regularly  and  promptly. 

“People  who  care  for 
other  people’s  children  in 
their  own  homes  provide  a 
vital  community  service,” 
says  Loretta  Wallace, 
Family  Day  Care  Project 
Coordinator.  “We  are  look¬ 
ing  for  good  people  to  train 
in  the  care  of  young 
children.  They  are  paid 
during  the  training  session 
and  are  assisted  in  getting 
licensed  with  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Social  Services. 
This  means  TB  tests, 
physical  examinations, 
fingerprinting  and  social 
worker  visits.” 

Evelyn  Cox,  director  of 
Community  Children’s 
Theatre,  Inc.,  outlined  the 
daily  schedule  for  trainees. 
“On  Mondays  and  Tuesdays 
we  work  in  established  child 
care  centers  on  in-service 
training;  Wednesday’s 
classes  meet  at  Pilgrim 
Community  Church;  Thurs¬ 
days'  we  go  to  community 
resources  in  the  field  — 
health  centers,  OMI  Family 
Center,  schools,  and  so 
forth.  Fridays  are  recapitu¬ 


lations  of  the  week’s  work 
held  in  rotating  order  in 
trainees’  homes.  In  this  way 
we  can  better  encourage  and 
support  the  important  work 
family  day  care  parents  are 
doing  with  our  children.” 

At  present  ten  trainees  are 
creating  a  cluster  of  mini¬ 
centers  for  child  care.  If 
demand  and  funding 
warrant,  a  second  training 
course  will  be  considered  in 
the  fall.  Tentative  plans  also 
include  training  for  senior 
citizens  as  foster  grand¬ 
parents,  a  project  that  has 
proven  rewarding  to  both 
age  groups  in  other  com¬ 
munities.

However,  a  recent  legislative  study  found  that  four  time: 
as  many  students  from  high  income  families  enter  the 
University  of  California  than  students  from  low-income 
families.  At  the  four  year  state  colleges,  twice  as  manj 
entering  students  are  from  high  income  families 

The  legislative  report  revealed  that  while  14  percent  oi 
white  high  school  graduates  enter  the  State  University  and 
College  system,  yet  only  nine  percent  of  black  graduates 
and  six  percent  of  Spanish  surname  graduates  enter.  The 
number  of  Native  American  high  school  graduates  that 
enter  either  college  system  is  less  than  one  percent. 

Lopsided  as  these  figures  may  appear,  however,  they 
represent  an  increase  over  the  last  decade  in  the  number  of 
poor  and  ethnic  minority  students  who  are  continuing  their 
education.  Through  assistance  such  as  the  Educational 
Opportunity  Program  (E.O.P.)  and  the  College  Opportunity 
Grant  program  (C.O.G.),  we  have  made  some  progress. 

In  an  effort  to  continue  this  expansion  of  equal 
opportunity,  Governor  Brown  has  proposed  a  50  percent 
increase  in  next  year’s  budget  to  expand  both  of  these 
programs. 

The  Governor’s  budget,  which  must  be  considered  by  the 
Legislature  shortly,  includes  an  increase  of  approximately 
$3.7  million  for  the  E.O.P.  program  for  low-income  dis¬ 
advantaged  students. 

Assembly  Speaker  Leo  McCarthy  is  hopeful  the 
Legislature  will  approve  these  increases  and  more  than 
8,000  additional  high  school  graduates  who  have  demon¬ 
strated  need  and  promise  will  have  the  opportunity  for 
higher  learning.
